SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Pervers / Sex Report is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The two features Pervers and Sex Report contain a series of explicit depictions of 
sexual encounters, the majority of which take place between male and female 
couples. A wide range of sexual acts and light-hearted sexual play is presented. All 
participants enter into sexual activities with enthusiasm and the overall tone 
emphasises mutual pleasure. 

The classification decision is dependent upon the excision of three instances of the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The option of making excisions to the 
publication was offered to the authorised distributor, who completed the excisions as 
recommended. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
considered. Section 14 of the NZBR Act, which guarantees the right to freedom of 
expression, applies to the excised version of the video recording. However, given the 
sexual content of the two features, the Classification Office considers that the video 
recording is likely to be injurious to the public good unless its availability is restricted to 
an adult audience. The restriction imposed is justified in order to reduce the likelihood 
of this injury. 
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
